1 . The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
4 and 7 directed to a device and method non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 1-4 and 7 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
references do not teach or suggest forming a dielectric line between two conductive 
plates by performing an exposure process followed by a pore forming step to form a 
porous dielectric layer with exposed parts having a greater porosity than unexposed 
parts.
